Joint Chiefs 
Take New Look 
At Aimed Forces 


Wilson Faces 
Questioning on 
Puerto Rico Meeting 


WASHINGTON 
— America’s 
military chiefs are working on new 
defense strategy in the seclusion of 
a comfortable Puerto Rican air 
base, far from the din and contro­ 
versies of Washington. 
Defense Secretary 
Charles E. 
Wilson faced questioning about the 
high 
command’s secret mission 
late today at his first news con­ 
ference since Feb. I. 
The Pentagon, which concealed 
the exodus of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff for two days, said Monday 
night they are at Ramey Air Force 
base “to devote their full time this 
week, without interruption, to JCS 
business.” 
A major item of business is the 
chiefs’ order from Wilson to take 
a detailed ‘‘new look” at the size 
and makeup of the armed forces 
that will be needed in the coming 
three years. 
In the background are changing 
Russian economic and military pol­ 
icies, and increasing threats from 
Soviet 
technological progress in 
such fields as guided missiles and 
long-range air power. 
Congressional and Pentagon con­ 
cern over the threats had led to a 
Senate 
investigation 
headed by 
Sen. Stuart Symington (D-Mo). His 
armed services subcommittee Mon­ 
day named Fowler Hamilton, New 
York trial lawyer and World War 
II Air Force official to be counsel 
for the inquiry which is planned 
to start by April I. 
Symington 
said a major goal will be to deter­ 
mine whether under present poli­ 
cies “the United States and its 
allies could survive a sudden all- 
out atomic attack and be able in 
turn to rise up and destroy the at­ 
tackers.” 
The question 
undoubtedly has 
high priority on the agenda of 
Adm. Arthur W. Radford, chair­ 
man, and other members of the 
joint chiefs in their Pureto Rico 
discussions. Symington’s subcom­ 
mittee, as well as Wilson, will be 
looking to them for some expert 
answers. 
Wilson disclosed on Jan. 1 2 that 
he had 
requested 
the military 
chiefs ‘‘to make a complete and 
careful evaluation of the size, na­ 
ture and composition of the forces 
likely to be required for the na­ 
tion’s 
security during the next 
three years.”

“so that future production of fis­ 
sionable materials anywhere in the 
world would no longer be used to 
increase the stockpiles of explosive 
weapons.” 
Mr. Eisenhower said that thin

the present trend toward a con­ 
stant increase in nuclear weapons 
overhanging the world.”

ride of terror before he was over­ 
powered today. 
No one was injured, however, 
during the wild ride or in a brief 
scuffle 
in which

man was captured on the lawn of 
his home. 
Joseph Madera, 
28, 
father of 
two children, telephoned the Phila­ 
delphia Daily News Monday night 
that he had a fight with his wife 
over his unemployment and that 
he wanted to die. 
He told reporter George Thomp­ 
son that he didn’t “have the guts” 
to kill himself but that he 
had 
“figured a way out.” 
“I have three guns,” he said. 
“I’m going to Reyburn Plaza and 
start shooting. If I hit a couple of 
people, the cops will shoot me.

Madera finally listened to the 
tearful entreaties of his wife to

tion, Madera said “I'll be home 
in a few minutes.” 
Father Lynch and Mrs. Madera 
waited alone in front of the Ma­ 
dera ho’i?. When Madera arrived, 
they tried to talk Madera 
into 
giving himself up. Finally, Madera 
agreed to go inside his home to 
“talk it over.” 
As Madera walked toward ihc 
dom*, Witherspoon lunged at him 
and Brady joined in the scuffle 
on the lawn.

BOSTON OP) — 
Rep. Thomas 
J. Lane (D-Mass.), who once criti­ 
cized the U. S. Internal Revenue 
Service’s investigation of tax de­ 
linquents, today faced charges of 
tax evasion. 
Lane was indicted by a federal 
grand jury Monday on charges of 
evading $38,543 in income taxes 
from 1949 through 1951. No date 
was set for arraignment. 
According to the indictment re­

E. Wyzanski Jr., the evasions were 
committed by filing “false 
and 
fraudulent” joint tax returns. 
The congressman’s wife was not 
named in the indictment.

There followed private indications 
which the Justice Department re­ 
ceived from its U. S. attorney, 
Donald R. Ross, in Nebraska, that 
simlar offers had been made in 
Nebraska and other states.
